ihe respective candidates. These arc the 
last formal utterances which go to make 
up the issues of the campaign. They bring 
tlie preliminaries to a close, after wui£ h 
comes the tug o£ war for votes. 


Pour years ago President Harrison sent

In the history of American art there 


have been some cases of men who found 
sign painting more remunerative than 
work of a higher character. Perhaps the 
best known was Matthew Pratt of Phil- 
adelphia. a talented portrait painter, 
who, having a family to support, hon- 
estly turned his hand in intervals of 
leisure to the production of tavern signs 
and banners for political convention:!. 


On the other hand, there are not a 


few instances of sign painters abandon- 
ing their craft for a higher sphere in 
art. And of American artists especially 
a number havo begun in this humble 
line. J. G. Brown at the outset of his 
career painted the signs of the landscape 
pictures with which the old New York 
Broadway stages were decorated. Henry 
Smith Mount, & brother of the more 
talented William Sidney Mount, though 
a sign painter, executed some creditable 
pictures of still life and became an A. 
N. A. in 1882. W. S. Mount, first asso- 
ciated with his brother, showed a capa- 
city for a higher order of art. He was 
one of our early genre painters, devot- 
ing himself mainly to depicting the hu- 
morous Ejde of American rustic life. 
Francis A. Silva and Arthur Quartley, 
the marine painters, now dead, began 
their careers as sign painters. So did 
William McGrath, the clever genre 
painter, who of late has been painting 
subjects a la Alma Tadema. Wortliiug- 
ton Whittredge and William Louis 
Sountag, borh now well known as land- 
scape painters, were painting signs to- 
gether in Cincinnati a little more than 
40 years ago. — Detroit Free Press.

THE FIRST CARRIAGE IN MAINE. 


Eow a MinUtcr Came to Boy It and Why 


He Sold It, 


The Rav. Francis Winter was a na- 


tive of Boston and a graduate of Har- 
vard college. He went to Bath early in 
1TGT, and after proitching on probation, 
for the Orthodox church was invited to 
settle, which invitation he accepted. He 
was ordained in the autumn of the same 
year. He went to Bath on horseback in 
company with Lemuel Standish. Mr. 
Winter came from Boston, where he 
had associated with such eminent men 
as Adams, Otis and Warren, himself 
becoming an ardent patriot, taking the 
lead in the Revolutionary measures 
adopted in Bath daring that memorable 
period. 


Mr. Winter married Miss Abigail Al- 


den in 170S, and it is through her that 
the Winters of today trace their ancestry 
hack to the "Puritan Maiden of Plym- 
outh. '' 


Three years after the marriage of the 


Rev. Francis Winter and Abigail Alden 
they started to visit a sister of Mrs. 
Winter, living in Connecticut, and in- 
tended to ride all the way on horseback, 
but JMrs. Winter became so fatigued that 
Mr. Winter sold one of the horses for a 
carriage and harness. It was the first 
carriage that ever came into Maine and 
was called a chaise. Traveling was so 
difficult that two negroes were employed 
to accompany them with shovels and 
axes to clear tho rowd. Several tunes the 
chaise had to be taken apart and lifted 
over fallen trees. Th« minister's parish- 
ioners thought that it was putting on 
too ranch stylo for their pastor to ride 
in a carriage, and In consequenee-Af r. 
Winter sold it 
This was in 1771. It 


was a two wheeled chaisey«the body 
resting on leather braces, which wove 
attached to wooden springs.—Lewistou 
Journal.

Solomon and other*, owaersof the com- 
mon and preft-rred stock, iu which the 
plaintiffs ask the court to direct that 
the holders of preferred stock b* de- 
clared the owners and to have first Ueii 
upon the lauds of the company east of 
the Missouri iu Miuiiesta and North 
Dakota and entitled to hare the pro- 
ceeds of said lands applied to the retire- 
ment and cancellation of the preferred 
stock. 


They also ask that th« preferred hold- 


ers be declared the owners of the con-, 
solidated mortgage bonds of the com-" 
pany of the par value of $3,847.000 de- 
posited with the Farmers' Loan and 
Trust company, and that au injunction 
be issued restraining the defendants 
from disposing of the bonds or their 
proceeds (this to include first, second, 
third and consolidated mortgage bonds), 
and thai a farther injunction be grant- 
ed restraining the f orclosure sale of said 
bonds. 


Among the parties made defendants 


in the, suit with the Northern Pacific 
company are the Farmers' Loan and 
Trnst company, Edwin A. McHenry 
and Frank G. Bigelow, receivers ; Bray- 
ton Ives, August Belmont, J. Pierpont 
Morgan and the reorganization commit- 
tee. 


On Dec. d, 1880, the railroad company 


delivered to the Farmers' Loan and 
Trust company a deed of trust known 
as the consolidation mortgage, to secure 
issues of bonds. The preferred stock is 
convertible at par into any lauds owned 
by the company oast of the Missouri 
river in Minnesota and North Dakota, 
and has a lien upon such lands, and the 
proceeds only inferior to that of the 
first general mortgage. 
Sy act of congress under which the 


company was created it was forbidden 
to issne any mortgage or consolidated 
bonds on its road except by consent of 
congress. 


The defendants, it is claimed refused 


to recognize the, right of the preferred 
stockholders/ 'If a foreclosure sale is 
permitted the plaintiffs say they 
suffer irreparable loss.

In this condition she re- 
mained until death relieved her suf 
firings last night. During the last 
four weeks she has lived entirely 
tspoa liquid nourishment, and at

informed m history, and for many 
vears had been recognized^ both at 
Dome and elsewhere^ as one of the 
best informed persons on theology 
and the most thorough student of the 
Bible that could be found in this 
part 
of 
Ohio.

8TBEET TALK. 


To the inventive ingenuity of 


fireman "Bed" Eontson, of the Cen- 
tral fire department, may be credited 
the success of a new electrical appli- 
ance that is now being successfully 
used at the Central station. The 
appliance is a very simply con- 
ssrueted piece of mechanism that 
opens the doors of the stalls and re- 
leases the four fire department horses 
at the Central station the instant the 
alarm gong rings. The aparatus 
consists 
of an 
electrical arma- 


ture, a magnet and Uon weig'ht 
a few wires and iron rods 
The In- 


stant the electric current causes the 
gong to sound, the same current 
passes through the armature and 
draws the magnet. The magnet, be- 
ing drawn from its position, releases 
the Iron weight, and the latter pulls 
the wires and rods that open the 
doors.

Right of way agents were 
in the city yesterday, in consulta- 
tion with the county commission- 
ers, negotiating for the purchase 
of some land on the Children^ 
Home farm, southwest of the city, 
and already two parties of civil engi- 
neers have made surveys between 
Spencerville and this city, ana are 
now working east of this city. 


The first party of civil engineers 


arrived here about noon Saturday, 
coming from Spencerville on a route 
to the north of which lies the 0 & 
E. right of way, and arriving near 
the corporate limits at a point north 
of the I, E & W. right of way

From the 


latter land the line of the projected 
road proceeds eastward, connecting 
with the 0 , H. & D. main line at a 
point near the steel works, and evi- 
dently crossing the L. E. & W. right 
of way at a point near the Wapalo 
neta road ores-ing. 


After crossing the C, H & D 


main line, the party of engineers 
who arrived here Saturday noon sur 
veyed a line across the commons just 
east of Mam street and the C , H & 
D ,

property on Forest avenue and con- 
iinuing eastward through the land 
ying just south of the Monroe fac 
tory, and then swerving to the north- 
east and crossing the C & E right 
of way near the St

Yesterday a second party of civil 


engineers passed over the same route 
with surveying 
instruments and 


made a survey preparatory to estao- 
ishing the grade for the proposed 
road. 


The county commissioners were in 


consultation yesterday with the men 
who are securing the right of way 
'or the proposed road, By their survey 
the road will cross a corner of the 
'arm of the Children's Home and 
would cut off about an acre and a 
half from this farm 
The commis- 


sioner offered to sell the acre and a 
half to the railroad for 2100 on the 
condition that the railroad people 
construct a wire fence on each ude of 
the right of way before the work of 
grading be commenced, and that they 
al«o put in culverts and road cross- 
ings. The proposition was left open 
until to-morrow, when the men re- 
ceiving the right of way will again 
meet with the commissioners and will 
probably close the contract.
